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The 



Serious Condition Of England's 
South African Colonies. 



(From the London Spectator.) 

Not ono Englishman out of many 
thousands is aware how serious is the 
situation in South Africa. Our Col- 
onies iu that part of the world aro 
exceptionally constituted and fire 
subject to pecular conditions. Iu 
other places our colonial follow-sub- 
jeets are exposed to the contact of 
aboriginal races, frequently restless, 
sometimes warlike, occasionally un- 
tameable. But nowhere iu our colon- 
ial empire except in South Africa is a 
collection of scattered European 
settlements mingled up with and 
surrounded by several more numerous 
and increasing native communities, 
among whom a arrogant and violent 
spirit prevails, and who are not curbed 
by memories of crushing subjugation. 

It is easy to say that the Kaffirs 
and Zulus of our South African 
possessions would be subdued with- 
out difficulty by a moderate exertion 
of the strength of England, or that 
they must bo impressed by our mani- 
fest superiority of strength. But 
these encouraging beliefs are fallac- 
ious. The South African natives are 
able to take no measure of the re- 
served powers of England. They 
calculate, and rightly, in the lirst 
instance, that they will havo to deal 
only with such opposition as the 
colonists of the Gape and Natal, 
and the sparse settlements of the 
Orange Free States and tho Transvaal 
can offer. Such a contest they do not 
decline; they havo no reason to shrink 
from it. If they wore worsted in the 
former wars of tho Capo Colony, 
■whon the whole energy of England 
•was exerted to overthrow them, they 
have some reason to think that tho 
chances of an insurrection has now 
vastly improved. 

They have largely increased in 
numbers, more rapidly, indeed, than 
either the English or the Dutch colon- 
ists. They havo provided themselves, 
at a heavy cost, with tho most ad- 
mirable modern weapons of precision. 
They aro only too well acquainted 
with tho bickerings that havo arisen 
between the Imperial Government, 
the British Colonies and tho Dutch 
States of South Africa. They do 
not see that behind the Local Govern- 
ment, and masked by the avowed desire 
of the Imperial Government to withdraw 
ail its protecting forces, is the firm 
though tucit resolution of England to 
maintain at any cost her colonial empire 
unimpaired. 

English Mail 

Orders have been received from the 
"Woolwich Arsenal for tho shipment 
of a Largo quantity of gunpowder to 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. To meet tho 
demand, 3,000 cases, each containing 
150 lbs of powder, are being prepared 
for the purpose. 

The soundings, for the proposed 
Channel Tunnel are said to havo 
yielded most satisfactory results. 

The ofliees of the Government of 
tho Dominion of Canada havo been 
removed from 7 King-street, West- 
minister, to 31 Queen Victotia-street. 

Tho proposal by the Mayor of 
Lancaster (Alderman Forests), who 
is a Roman Catholic, to visit St. 
Peter's Church in his official robes on 
Sunday, September Ii, when Cardinal 
Manning was announced to preach, 
excited much opposition in town. A 
meeting, representing Protestants of 
-various denominations, was held, at 
which it was unanimously decided to 
draw up "protestations" against tho 
proposed course and present it to tho 
Mayor. On this reaching tho Cardinal 
tho following letters passed :—" Not- 
tingham, August 28, ISTti. — Dear 
Mr. Mayor, — Canon Walker has 
informed mo of tho question which 
has arisen on the subject of the 
exercise of your official prirleges on 
the occasion of my visit to Lancaster. 
I know that your motive is one which 
I must recognize with many thanks. 
But it would bo a subject of much 
regret if my visit to Lancaster, 
which I hoped would be of peaco and 
goodwill to our countrymen, even 
though wo aro unhappily divided in 
faith, should become an occasion of 
variance and of trouble to yourself. 
I would, therefore, ask you in my 
own name, and for my own sake, to 
forego tho exorcise of tho civic privi- 
leges of your office. You may freely 
assign this us your reason, and let mo 
bear tho responsibility. 1 shall hopo 
to sco you on Sunday, and to thank 



you for your kindly intentions. Believe 
me, dear Mr. Mayor, your faithful 
servant, Henry Edward, Cardinal 
Archbishop." In reply to this letter, 
the Mayor of Lancaster, writing to 
Cardinal Manning on August 30th, 
says: — "While I cheerfully acquiesce 
in your Eminence's request, and 
waive for tho presont my visit as 
Mayor to St. Peter's, I, at the same 
timo, feel in doing so tho act may be 
construed as implied want of con- 
fidence iu tho good senso of my. fellow 
townsmen. This interpretation I 
utterly repudiate. I cannot believe 
tho people of Lancaster, who have 
known mo publicly so long, will raise 
any hostilo feeling with a view of 
preventing me doing that which I am 
legally and morally entitled to do. 
Ono portion of tho press of tho town 
has, on the pretence of having a duty 
to perform, gone out of its way to 
arouse a fooling of opposition to tho 
course I intend to tako, but I hope 
your experience of tho good people 
of Lancaster will convince you that 
tho estimate formed of any hostile 
fooling is much exaggerated."

THE LAST OF MR. ALIAS. 

Thero is much use in au Opposition 



party and an Opposition newspaper 
under the system of Government that 
now exists in this place. Au Opposi- 
tion, practically, is a necessary part of 
our political machine. To manage the 
Opposition ■well is a difficult matter. 
It requires abilities peculiar in them- 
solves, and only second in quality to 
thoso that are necessary for carrying 
on the gpvernment of the country. 
Part of the regular machinery of an 
Opposition is the inevitable newspaper. 
A newspaper is a power even when ed- 
ited by a knave. To manage a news- 
paper well is in itself a business, and 
some special qualifications are addi- 
tionally required to manage properly a 
newspaper which represents a political 
party that is in opposition. A vain, 
stupid, mendacious editor damages his 
party, and does serious harm to his 
country in tho estimation of people 
abroad who rend tho paper without 
knowing the man or bis idiosyncracies 
and habits. People abroad do not un- 
derstand the difference between an ar- 
ticle written in the evening and an ar- 
ticle writton— later in the ovening. On 
goneral principles we synfpathiso with 
everybody who cannot get what bo de- 
sires, and wo accordingly sympathise 
with "Her Majesty's opposition" in 
this province. Especially do we sym- 
pathise with them in the difficult posi- 
tion in which they are placed by the 
eccentricities of their newspaper man 
Mr. Alias DeCosmos. This venerable 
and decidedly "shady'' political pan- 
taloon having totally failed to "draw" 
in the Ottawa theatre, and having 
being forced practically to abandon 
that field of work, came back amongst 
us lately and uppeared on our stage 
again in the character of a journalist, 
with his habiliments stuffed with straw 
and with a nourish of trumpets which 
has ended in a squeak. We are not 
surprised to learn that, after two 
months' experience, the Opposition 
party have withdrawn thoir confideme 
from a gentleman whoso journalistic 
exploits (since they gathered round 
him lately with expectant pride) con- 
sist mainly in tho ruffianism of attack- 
ing tho Governor-General of Canada, 
and in making his newspaper a vehicle 
of personal spito of tho sorriest des- 
cription. >Ye are not surprised to 
learn that they are collecting money 
for a newspaper of their own. The 
paper, of course, would not pay; but 
that is a secondary consideration with 
ardent politicians. They may at least 
endeavor to conduct it with decency 
and good sense, and so as to help the 
legitimate objects of their party with- 
out damaging the country. It was 
indeed time that tho Opposition took 
the matter into their hands, for every 
week showed more and more the 
lengths to which gross ignorance and 
ridiculous stupidity curried their un- 
skilled advocate. Next to the ruffianly 
attacks on Lord Uufferin, perhaps the 
most striking intauce of this is the ar- 
ticle of Mr. Alias on the Indian lie 
serve Commission. It is scarcely credi- 
ble that a writer in the pay of tho late 
government, and assuming still to re- 
present them, should be so ignorant 
as not to know that what he stigmatis- 
es as a job of the Elliott Government 
was proposed by tho late government 
of the province. Tho arrangement was 
recommended to the House of Assem- 
bly by tlie late government, and a copy 
of the agreement was sent by them to 
tho Earl of Carnarvon, Secretary of 
State for tho Colonies, who observed 
"with much gratification that u cordial 
co-operation in this matter seems to 
be established between the Dominion 
and Provincial governments." The 
Elliott government have had nothing 
to do with tho matter, except to give 
effect to tho decision thus deliberately 
conio to by their predecessors and for 
tified by every official and legislative 
sanction. They nevertheless approve 
tho means of arrangement adopted for 
sottling a question of such vital im- 
portance to British Columbia and 
which is regarded everywhere with 
painful interest. That tho work will 
bo laborious, and take much time, and 
cause a largo expenditure is unfortun- 
ately true; but these aro facts winch 
wore doubtless well known to tho con- 
tracting parties when they mado tho 
agreement. A very small Indian dis- 
turbance would cause a heavy expen- 
diture and though tho dwellers in 
this city, with Her Mujosty's Biiipp 
closo at hand, make light of the danger 
of an outbreak, it is not regarded in 
tho same way by settlors in other parts 
of tho country, who are without any 
protection. Tho Indian question is 
tho only question in tho Terms of 
Union which, in easo of disagreement, 
between tho two governments, has to ho un- 
dertaken by the Imperial Government. It 
is a question tlio settlement of which at 
least in certain parts of the country, must 
precede railway construction. Not a 
j-troko of railway work can he done tilt 
tho Indian question nlon^ the railway 
route is settled. If Mr. Alias objects to a 
mixed commission appointed by th'i two 
govorniuents, aiaiiug at a common object, 



and sharing oxpenses, is ho prepared for 
tho next alternative—a commission ap- 
pointed by tho Homo Government, possi- 
bly at tho solo expense of tho Province, if 
tho Province sltonld bo considered to 
havo been wayward in its proceedings V 
Is it necessary to point outthe. wilitness of 
tho proposal mado by the Standard that the 
Dominion Government should have been 
permitted to bo fully represented on tho 
commission, and that tho interests of tho 
white settlers of British Columbia, and 
tho interests of the Province in its unoc- 
cupied Crown hinds, should have boon 
loft unrepresented and allowed to go by 
tho board? Tho decisions as to reserves 
havo to bo made on the spot ', an ' we have 
already pointed out tho folly of apposing 
that the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works could bo in ollice at Victoria at- 
tending to his official duties and at tho 
same time at Kootcnay, or Stuart Lake, 
or Queen Charlotte Island ns a Reserve 
Commissioner. Mr. Alias says this was 
the intention of the late Government, not 
knowing apparently that his statement 
directly conllicts with the actual agree- 
ment formally made with the Dominion 
by that Government, aud communicated 
to Lord Carnarvon. Tho personalities 
and minor criticisms of tho Standard aro 
not worth mention. If tho editor had 
ever dwelt outside of Victoria he would 
havo known that no person is competent 
to aet as general interpreter for all the 
Indians, but that interpreters must bo 
selected as they may bo available. Had 
ho tho smallest coucoption of business, or 
of the grave nature of the questions with 
which tho commission will have to deal, 
ho would kuow that its organization and 
procedure must bo well thought out and 
arranged so that the results may bo ade- 
quate to the expenditure. Had ho any 
sense of duty to the public, or any relish 
for facts, ho could easily have ascertained 
that instead of tho commissioners having 
appointed twenty-five assistants' they have 
not appointed a single individual, nor can 
they appoint anybody without the sane- 
tion of tho two governments. The Dom- 
inion and Provincial Governments, with 
tho assistance of tlio uouumaainnert) arc 
now ongaged earnestly in consider ing how 
expense can bo savod and efficiency best 
securod in a work that must bo both anx- 
ious and expousive. But wo need not 
trouble tho public with further comments 
on tho diatribes of tho forlorn reviler 
whoso party have dismissed him, and 
whoso efforts are directed systematically 
to discredit and embarrass tho Province 
in which ho gains both his broad and his 
beer. His notion is that the Indian diffi- 
culty " arose in a mistake or was con- 
jured up by a few enthusiasts," His lato 
employers, tho Government of Mr. Wal- 
kem, recorded thoir opinion in an Order 
in Couuoil as to tlio " absoluto necessity 
and urgent importance of a speedy settle- 
ment of all questions connoeted with tho 
reserves. Tho favorable influence which 
it would exert in the future cannot be 
overrated. A final settlement of the laud 
question is most urgent and most import- 
ant to tho peace and prosperity of tho 
Province." Tho Privy Council of Canada 
mentioned tho Indian question as "the 
great national question now seeking solu- 
tion at tho hands of tho Dominion and 
British Columbia Governments.'' Lord 
Dufferin considered that tho " amity and 
adhesion of the Indians to our system of 
government is essential to the progress of 
the Pacific Railway." He further stated 
that "a very unsatisfactory feeling exists 
among tho Indian population of British 
Columbia. Intimations of this reached 
mo at Ottawa two or threo years ago, and 
since I have ootno into tho Provinoe my 
misgivings on the subject have been con 
tinned." Lord Carnarvon said " it was not 
easy to overrate tho importance of tho 
question." Tho editor of the Standard thus 
appears to differ from his lato employers, 
and from theso impartial ocd competent 
authorities, and ho certainly differs in this 
matter, as usual, from the general senti- 
ment of the public in this Province.

THE AGRICULTURAL SHOW. 

A year ago we took occasion to com- 
plain of the meagroness of the Show, tho 
apathy manifested by those having articles 
that should bo exhibited as a stimulus or 
incentive to competition, and the presence 
of art objects — such as pictures and fancy- 
work— that had taken prizes at several 
previous Shows. We arc sorry to say 
Unit yesterday's Show was in most re- 
spects inferior even to that of last yoar. 
In farm or dairy produce there was a 
marked falling off; but in manufactures 
an improvement was noticeable. It was 
gratifying to find that tho hackneyed 
pictures that formed a discreditable fea- 
ture at previous Shows were not visible, 
and their places were occupied by crea- 
tions fresh from tho easel or crayon of 
local genius. Upon entering the attention 
was drawn to tho lnrge assortment of 
bouts and shoes and leather of the Belmont 
Co., and W.IIeathorn. Tho display would 
have been creditablo to a country more 
advanced in manufactures than ours, and 
speaks well for tho future of our indus- 
trial interests. Thoro was also a large 
exhibit of Victoria-mode soaps from the 
manufactory of Pondruy and Co. Up- 
wards of 2U different varieties wore shown. 
All were equal to the best imported 
grades, and it is probable that very little 
monoy will be sout out of tho Provinco 
for soaps in tho future. J. Dougal 
exhibited parlor grates cast at the 
Atlas Foundry. Some finely-dressed 
skins were exhibited by A. Chur- 
ton of Westminster —amongst others a 
mammoth bearskin. The 1st prize for 
cheese wus taken by Mr. Harris of West- 
minster district, and the second by Mrs. 
T. Mitchell of Saanich. W.D. Ferris.jr., 
of Westminster District, took tho first 
prizo for fresh and salt butter, and the first 
and second prizes were awarded to Mrs. 
T. Mitchell. Ladies' boots and pontlo- 
men's pegged boots exhibited by G. H. 
Maynard took the prizes. I). G. Hooper 
was awarded the prizes for gent's boots 
and shoes. Of needle, crochet and wool 
work thoro were many handsome spoei 
mens. Miss Lizzio Watson, the Langley 
school children, (Mrs. A. Herring, 
teacher,) Mrs. Offner, Mrs. J. I).

" BED TOP " ON TRIAIi. 

Peter Martin, alias Red Top, on remand 
charged with assaulting Frank Beegan 
with intent to do him grievous bodily 
ham. Evidence for prosecution contin- 

Ue Horry Riohardsou sworn, deposed that 
ho was 'a special constable sworn in to as- 
sist Beegan in bringing prisoner to Vic- 
toria. Tho prisoner tried to effect his es- 
cape about 10 miles from tho mouth of 
Stiokeen River. I saw Beogan lire at tho 
prisoner once or twice— it might betwioo. 
( Witness cautioned by tho Court as to the 
manner of giving evidence. ) Well it 
was twico. The gun (produced) was left 
leaning against a tree w hilst ! was cook- 
ing dinner. The prisoner took tho gun 
and Beegan ordered me to go after him, 
but as it was through Beegan's cureless 
ness that prisoner got the gun I thought 
it was no more than right that Beegan 
should fetch the prisoner back himself', 
We both, however, went utter linn. I saw 
prisoner lift tho gun tostrike Beegan, but 
whether he hit him or a tree I do not 
know I did not see a blow. After tho 
affair Beegan's head was bleeding, but not 
before. I and an Indian captured tho 
prisoner. 

Examined by Beegan— 1 dun t remem- 
ber prisoner being behind a tree. You 
snatched the pistol out of my hand. I 
did not hear you call "for more ammuni- 
tion I heard Martin say that ho did not 
want to kill me, but 1 did not hear him 
B ay he wanted to kill you. 

Examined by prisoner— I remember tho 
day we reached Telegraph Creek from the 
bead of tho Lake. When you came to 
bed in the ovening you woke mo up. I 
heard vou and Beegan "jangling'' con- 
siderably. A man named MeLntec a 
blacksmith, was with Beegan that night. 
I did not see tli em have any liquor in tho 
When McEntee went home ho 
I heard you ask Beegan to 
Heeaan rppliod " no 
an't go out of this you s— of a b— 
"or I'll shoot you." Beegan had u six- 
shooter in his hand at the time. Ho lev- 
elled it over you as you lie in bed. Bee- 
Kan was rathor drunk thou. When you 
seized tho gun I did not hear you say to 
Beegan " you s- of ab - 1 11 shoot you, ' 
nor did 1 see you point tho gun at him 
then If you had used theoe words I 
should have most likely beard you. 
When you took tho gun you backed iuto 
the woods with it. When I arrested you 
Beegan was bleeding a little and had a 
nix shooter in his hand. You cautioned 
mo and Beegan to remember where we 
were, saving "you arc in American terri- 
tory be careful what yon do 1 I believe 
vou cautioned us after and beforo tho af- 
fair You told Beegan that before he 
could take yon out of American territory 
he must go'to Wrangel and get a requisi- 
tion or fresh warrant. Mr. Hull objected 
to your being put in double irons in 
American territory. 1 remember tho day 
wo left Buck's, as I kept a ci rreot siato 
mont of tho entire trip down. Beegan 
took a bottle of whisky into the canoe at 
Buck's. I drank some of it. Some of it 
was left after the "catastrophe." Tho 
Indians in tho catioo had liquor which 
they passed to ono another in a tin-cup ou 
a paddle. I do not remember your try- 
ing- to got away whilst you wore on horse- 
back I was well awaro that we were in 
American territory when the affray took 

place. ,„, 

To Supt. Todd: — the prisonor was 
about 10 or 12 feet from the gnu when 
Beegan left it against the tree. Ihegun 
wont off when the prisoner fell down. It 
was well loaded. Prisoner, I am positive, 
did not fire the gun at Beegan. I heard 
Beegan say that the shot in his face was 
from his own pistol. Beegan fell down. 
1 don't know that there was any necessity 
to tire at prisoner to capture hirn. 

I never had a cress word w ith the Pris- 
oner, but I do nut think Beegan treated 
,he man properly. He treated him more 
like a brute that anything else. 1 hey 
were all the time jangling 

Prisoner to Baeg in: — Didn t I tell 
you at Cassiar that I inteuded to make a 
break the firBt opportunity? 

Beegan:— Yes, you said that there woro 
not enough men in Cussiar to take you to
